vases in England and wages in this country, compiled by a manjiacturer who 
maintains mills in both England and in America.

A whole volume is contained in these two -tables, and there cannot be lefl 


in the mind of any fair-minded observer the least doubt as to what level wages 
of textile workers in the United Stales must reach if they should be forced to 
compete with foreign manufacturers without the protection now afforded them 
by the tariff. 


The table referring to the cost of living, which is of vital importance in con- 


nection with any discussion of conditions of people, does not show the advantage 
in favor of the English workman that has been commonly understood to exist. 
No doubt the maintenance of a family in England is carried on at a greatly reduced 
cost, but it is through the denial of many of the foodstuffs that the American 
family uses liberally and which the English family never thinks of affording. 
The 


question of rent undoubtedly works out to the advantage of the British workman, 
us does the cost of his pleasures and entertainments, but this is largely because 
he is less well housed, and has to content himself with fewer amusements, 


This report has many interesting and 


instructive passages, not the least striking 
of which is found in the closing part of 
the introduction, where the statement ia 
made that a fair comparison of condi- 
tions shows that the American workman 
receives 130 per cent higher wages than 
his English brother, and has to pay only 
about 52 per cent more for food and rent. 
In other words, our workers in protected 
industries receive $230 dollars in wages 
•where the English worker receives $100, 
and yet where the English worker pays $100 for rent and food, our worker only 
pays $150; for every $100 involved either way he only loses $52 in outlay over the. 
Englishman, while he gains $130 in income. 


Thus it is seen that the net credit to the American workman is very large, 


and can be accounted for in no other way than by the better conditions which he 
secures, because the industry in which he is employed is protected sufficiently tc* 
maintain the better conditions under which he works, and lives, and maintains 
his family. 


With these figures in mind, the query for the American workman in the 


textile factories of Massachusetts is whether or not he is yet ready to exchange: 
the conditions in his American home for the conditions of the European working- 
man. 


- THE. MAINTENANCE OF THE 
AMERICAN CONDITIONS 


DEPENDS UPON THE MAINTENANCE OF THE PROTECTIVE 
TARIFF AS TRIED AND PROVEN IN THE LAST FIFTY YEARS 
OF AMERICAN PROGRESS. 


Now what would a reduced tariff 
along Democratic lines mean ? 


IT WOULD MEAN that the cos> of the raw material entering into thd 


finished fabric would be hardly, if any, less than at present. 


IT WOULD MEAN that every auxiliary supply used in textile manufac- 


turing would remain at the same cost level as under the present tariff. 


IT WOULD MEAN that fixed charges, construction accounts, and replace- 


ment costs which have no possible way of reduction, would make up a charge 
upon the manufacturing cost as high if not higher than that under which manu- 
facturing is now carried. 


It is dear from the figures presented in "Talk Number 


Two" that the stockholders' dividends are not excessive, 
that capitalization is sound and conservative. 


Upon capital and upon labor must fall the full force of 


any tariff reduction along such lines as is proposed in the 
Democratic tariff bill. 
Destroy dividends entirely, and 


there it still left a large slice to be taken from the textile 
worker's wages.

The 
forces that want better government have banded together to get it under 
this new charter, and they have no other purpose in view; but they are

TRIPOLI. WRECK AT i.EP

O lines of type In a war dis- 
patch from Rome—only elev- 
en words—chronicled a 
days ago a forward etep of 


the world toward complete civilization 
n.nd a realization of tho "brotherhood 
of man" which has been for ages the 
dream of publicists and poets. 
The 


words read, "The Italian authorities at 
THpoll today issued a 
proclamation 


Bupprcsslng slavery." 
The language 


Is simple, but pregnant with meaning. 
The words should be recorded In the 
history of the world with tho emanci- 
pation proclamation. 
They tell of tho 


dawning of hope for millions of human 
beings In the formerly "dark" conti- 
nent 


The dispatch goes on to say, "Tripoli 


was the only remaining port on the 
coast of Africa where slavery still 
prevailed, notwithstanding tho efforts 
of Great Britain on tho one side and 
France on the other to prevent tho 
traffic." The world has heard little un- 
til very recently of those efforts and of 
the international crime at tho eradica- 
tion of which they were aimed. They 
have not been very vigorous efforts. 


Tho attention of tho civilized world 


has not been called strongly enough 
or often enough to the horrors of the 
long slave trail from interior Africa to 
the slave markets of the Ottoman em-

piro, passing through Tripoli, where- 
on milUons of Africans, male and fe- 
male, Buffered indescribable tortures 
of mutilation, starvation, thlrat, hard- 
ship rind death. With Tripoli In pos- 
session of Italy, Uio lino of communi- 
cation is broken.

outlet for tho shivo trade, and Turkey 
munt bo content to live without Its 
supply of African slaves for its harems.

How the Ottomans will take tho new

and it contains about 400,000 square 
miles of territory, its commercial in- 
terests aro not large.

Of course there have been from time 


:o time unfounded reports that Mary 
Anderson would return to tho stage. 
But they carried with them their own 
denials, for they told of her happy 
home life In England with her husband 
and her children. Those who knew the 
determination with which she had re- 
nounced the stage and Its triumphs 
knew that it had nothing to offer her 
which she had not already had In 
abundance. She left It after a career 
of thirteen years, most of which were 
filled with acclamations. She was only 
sixteen when she first acted on the 
stage, In 1875. "Who's Who" In Eng- 
land tells us that she was "Idle at 
school and unsuccessful; began stago 
life at sixteen; very successful; left 
ptage at twenty-eight; nattering offers 
to return refused; retired in 18S9, early 
In the year." Since that time she has 
taken part in dramatic readings and 
has sung (she has a beautiful contral- 
to voice), but only for charity. 
Some 


years ago it was reported that a New 
York manager had engaged her for a 
series of readings, but the report had 
no foundation. 


Louisville claims Mary Anderson as 


Its own, and It Is generally believed 
that she was born In the Kentucky 
city. That Is not the case, howover. 
She was born In Sacramento. Cal., on 
July 28, 1869. She was taken to Louis- 
ville when she was very young and re- 
ceived her schooling In 'the TIrsullne 
convent and Presentation academy in 
that city. Friends of her days In that 
city havo loft Interesting stories of her 
beauty nnd grace and amateur acting. 
Her first professional appearance was 
mode at McCauley's theater, In Louls- 
vlllo. Nov. 25. 1875, as Juliet. It was 
successful, and soon afterward Mary 
bocamo a member of Mrs. Chanfrau's 
company at the Varieties In Now Or- 
leans In "Meg Mcrrllics."

was not confined to America. Eng- 
land welcomed her as ono of America's 
most beautiful and talented actresses. 
It la said that the lato William R

heard much of Brandels in tha past 
year. It will hear more of him in tho 
future. 
His latest appearance in tho 


moving picture of American affairs is 
as attorney for big tobacco associa- 
tions in opposition to the reorganiza- 
tion plan of the American Tobacco 
company, tho "tobacco trust." 


Viewed from one point, Brandeis Is 


most thoroughly and typically Ameri- 
can. Viewed from another, he does not 
fit at all into tho picture of modern 
American life. 
He is industrious, ac- 


tive, energetic, purposeful, and thus is 
a Yankee of the Yankees. But he up- 
sets our notions of Americanism by 
caring nothing at all about the fortune 
which might have been his long ago if 
he had cared about amassing it 
So ho 


is not American at all. And as he is 
certainly not a. foreigner, for despite 
all talk about American greed and 
grasping the people of other countries 
aro keener about money than wo aro, 
we are forced to the conclusion that 
Brandels Is sui generis—a man of a 
sort nil by himself. Let's call him a 
soldier of the commonweal. 


In the flrst place, Brandeis Is a stu- 


dent. 
Like Francis Bacon, who took 


all knowledgo to be his province, 
Brandels thinks it his duty to 'study 
everything that Interests the American 
people as a whole. 
In the second 


place, he is a lawyer, the unpaid at- 
torney of Important public causes. Ho 
is a good lawyer, too, and has a large 
prlvato practice, which ho does not 
permit to interfere with his pubiio 
work. In tho third place, he Is a man 
of the keenest reasoning power. 


Asked why ho devotes so much of 


his time to tho solution of public prob- 
lems. Brandeis replies that ho does so 
because he finds his recreation therein. 
When other lawyers devote their lel- 
suro to chasing golf balls over the Units, 
Brandels chases statistics through big, 
leather bound volumes of reports 
He' 


has made enough money In thirty-two 
years of law practice, ho says, to sup- 
ply the wants of himself and his fami- 
ly, and ho does not need or want a for- 
tune. So he ensages, without pay, bo 
It understood. In public causes, such as 
the Olavls-Pinchot-Balllngor affair, the 
Boston Ras case, the tobacco trust case, 
the Increase In. freight rates Investiga- 
tion and others, simply because he 
thinks hia fellow citizens should bene- 
fit by his legal training and his acute 
mind.

A whole volume is contained in these two tables, and there cannot be Mi 


in the mind of any fair-minded observer the least doubt as to what level wagc3 
of textile workers in the United States must reach if they should be forced to 
compete with foreign manufacturers without the protection now afforded them 
by the tariff. 


The table referring to the cost of living, which is of vital importance in con- 


nection with any discussion of conditions of people, does not show the advantage 
in favor of the English workman that has been commonly understood to exist. 
No doubt the maintenance of a family in England is carried on at a greatly reduced 
cost, but it is through the denial of many of the foodstuffs 
that the American 


family uses liberally and which the English family never thinks of affording. 
The 


question of rent undoubtedly works out to the advantage of the British workman, 
as does the cost of his pleasures and entertainments, but this is largely because 
he is less well housed, and has to content himself with fewer amusements. 


This report has many interesting and 


instructive passages, not the least striking 
of which is found in the closing part o£ 
T 


the introduction, where the statement is 
* 


made that a fair comparison of condi- 
tions shows that the American workman 
\VOVlcGV 
T"G3(lV i"O 


receives 130 per cent higher wages than 
7 


iis English brother, and has to pay only 
about 52 per cent more for food and rent.

In other words, our workers in protected 
— 
. 


industries receive §230 dollars in wages 
where the English worker receives $100, 
an'd yet where the English worker pays $100 for rent and food, our worker only 
pays $150; for every $100 involved either way he only loses $52 in outlay over the. 
Englishman, while he gains $130 in income. 


Thus it is seen that the net credit to the American workman is very large, 


and can be accounted for in no other way than by the better conditions which he 
secures, because the industry in which he is employed is protected sufficiently to 
maintain the better conditions under which he works, and lives, and maintains 
his family. 


With these figures in mind, the query for the American workman in tho 


textile factories of Massachusetts is whether or not he is yet ready to exchange 
the conditions in his American home for the conditions of the European working- 
man. 


THE MAINTENANCE OF THE

Now what' would a reduced tariff

turing would remain at the same cost level as under the present tariff.
